The October 2005 meeting of the Fort Wayne Radio

ARRL’s Role In Rescue Offers Les- 
sons For Future 


An article by Mark David in the Oct. 13 Electronic 
Design magazine was very favorable to the roll of ham 
operators in recent emergency communications. Mr. 
David stressed the importance of distributed networks 
that don’t rely on a central infrastructure and that “ham 
radio operators proved that older technology can be the 
most reliable technology.” 


“Amateur radio was the primary means of contact 
with the outside world for many shelters. It’s es- 
timated that some 1000 amateur radio volunteers 
helped serve the hurricane-ravaged communities 
and shelters, even providing communications for 
the Red Cross. 


Still, the real lesson of the ham radio successes isn’t 
that old sometimes trumps new. Upgraded, reliable 
hardware is vital for adequate emergency response. 
Amateur radio has continued to upgrade too. Hams 
use Satellites, digital systems, cross-band repeaters, 
and more. As the American Radio Relay League 
(ARRL) puts it, the Morse code key may still be on 
the desk, but generally it’s next to a modern system 
operable under extreme emergency conditions.” 


“Katrina taught two key lessons. First, the Amateur 
Radio Emergency Service (ARES) organization 
proved effective because hams don’t depend on a 
centralized infrastructure. When cell towers, phone 
switching centers, or other central communication- 
snetworks are down, hams aren’t. Many operators 
have their own generators and are ready to fire them 
up to get on the air when there’s no power. National 
disaster response plans must assume that the central- 
ized communications infrastructure likely will be 
crippled, so the emergency system must include a 
distributed or “mesh” networking scheme.”

Way to Add to Your 
DX Totals

Working towards the ARRL’s DXCC (DX Century 
Club) award or CQ’s WAZ (Worked All Zones) 
award can be a daunting task - especially nowadays 
as we approach solar minimum (which is predicted 
to occur in late 2006 or early 2007). One method of 
improving your totals is to enter a DX contest. You 
don’t have to be competitive to enter one of these 
- many enter contests specifically to increase their 
DX totals - they are not competing to win a plaque 
or trophy. Additionally you can get on during the 
contest when your schedule allows, knowing that 
there will always be lots of DX available. 


October is generally accepted as the start of the con- 
test season. There are eight DX-type contests that 
should enable you to increase your DX totals. 


CQ World Wide Phone is the first one, but it’s al- 
ready over. It was run on October 29 and 30. If you 
missed this one, you missed some good opportuni- 
ties to add to your DX totals. The next biggie is CQ 
World Wide CW, which will be held on November 
26 and 27 (Thanksgiving weekend). For both of 
these contests, the exchange is signal report and 
CQ zone. You receive your signal report and the 
DX station’s zone (for example, 599 14). You send 
his signal report and zone 4 (for example, 599 04 
- which assumes you’re 
in the Ft. Wayne and sur- 
rounding area!). 

The next contest is one of CQ WW CW 
three 160 m contests. It’s 
the ARRL 160 m contest 
on December 3 and 4, and 
this is only a CW event 
(there is no Phone ver- 
sion). This is a good one 
if you’re working on 160 
m DXCC.

The ARRL’s 10 m contest is next, on December 10 
and 11. Since we’re nearing solar minimum, this 
event for this year and the next several years is go- 
ing to be a tough one due to a lack of worldwide

propagation (not enough sunspots). If there are any 
openings at all, more than likely these will be to the 
Caribbean and South America. If the Sun hiccups 
and provides us with some unusual sunspot activity, 
there may be some openings to Western Europe. 


The CQ 160 m CW contest is January 29 and 30. 
This is undoubtedly the premier 160 m contest, and 
you can count on lots of DX activity for this one. 
Conditions should be very good, as 160 m is best 
around solar minimum. 


Following on the heels of CQ 160 m CW is the 
ARRL DX CW contest on February 18 and 19. 
This is a particularly good contest for us, as the DX 
stations are only allowed to work US and Canadian 
stations. So they’re specifically looking for us. You 
send signal report and your state (for example, 599 
IN), and the DX station will send you your signal 
report and his power level (for example, 599 400). 


The CQ 160 m PH contest is February 25 and 26. 
This one is a decent one for working on your 160 
m DXCC. 


Finishing off what is considered to be the major 
portion of the contest season is the ARRL DX PH 
contest on March 4 and 5. Like the CW event, this 
one is especially good for us. 


There are two more major contests in the Spring that 
have lots of DX activity: CQ WPX PH in March 
and CQ WPX CW in May. These are contests where 
anybody can work anybody, and the multipliers are 
prefixes. So you’ Il have to 
sort out the DX calls from 
the US and Canadian calls 
if you’re interested solely 
in DX.
